The  health  of  tho  Borough  remained  satisfactory  throughout  tho  yoar 
and  thoro  was  no  outbreak  of  sorious  infectious  diseaso.  Only  16  eases 
of  infoctious  diseases  woro  notifiod  in  tho  Borough  and  apart  from  thoso 
"uo  to  pneumonia,  no  deaths  duo  to  notifiable  diseases  woro  recorded. 

Thcro  has  boon  no  slackening  in  the  domand  for  now  houses  in  tho 
Borough  and  although  24  Council  houses  woro  built  during  tho  year  tho 
number  of  applicants  on  tho  Council's  list  for  housos  had  incroascd  by 
tvonty-two  at  tho  ond  of  tho  yoar. 

Conditions  at  tho  Council's  sewage  disposal  works  still  remain 
unsatisfactory  and  a  recommendation  in  regard  to  this  has  boon  made  as 
in  previous  annual  roports. 

The  Modol  Byo-laws  with  regard  to  Handling,  Wrapping  and  polivory 
of  Food  and  Salo  of  Food  in  tho  Open  Air,  woro  rocommondod  to  tho  Council 
but  had  not  boon  adopted  by  tho  end  of  tho  yoar.

Child  Wolfaro  and  Anto-natal  centres  aro  providod  by  tho  Dorsot  County 
Council  at  tho  Wosloyan  Sunday  School,  Dollins  Lane;  tho  Child  Wolfaro  Centre 
is  opon  on  Thursday  aftornoons  from  2  p.m.  to  4  p.m.;  a  doctor  attends  on  tho 
socond  and  fourth  Thursdays  in  tho  month. 

Tho  Anto-natal  clinic  is  hold  ©very  first  and  third  Thursday  at  11  a.m. 

Immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  is  carriod  out  at  tho  Infant 
Wolfaro  Centre. 


Persons  in  Hood  of  Caro  and  Attontion 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  tafco  action  under  Soction  47  of  tho 
National  Assistance  .net,  1940,  to  socuro  tho  removal  of  porsons  in  nood.  of 
caro  hnd  attontion  to  suitable  promises. 

It  is  still  very  difficult  to  find  institutional  accommodation  for  aged 
and  infirm  porsons  suffering  from  chronic  discasos  who  arc  in  nood  of  caro 
and.  attontion.  Tho  County  Council's  Domestic  Help  Servico,  which  started 
in  tho  Borough  during  tho  year,  should  do  much  to  improvo  conditions  for 
those  old  pooplo  whon  thoir  natural  roluctanco  to  accepting  holp  in  tho  homo 
has  boon  ovcrcomo. 

Tho  Borough  Council!  considorod  tho  Ministry  of  Health  circular  11/50 
which  doalt  with  tho  wolfaro  of  old  pooplo  and  docidod,  for  tho  prosont,  not 
to  initiato  action  for  tho  sotting  up  of  a  local  voluntary  Old  Poopls's 
Wolfaro  Committoo. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

There  has  been  no  alteration  to  tho  source  of  water  or  to  the  aroa 
supplied,  during  the  year.  Tho  quantity  and  quality  of  wator  was 
satisfactory. 

Tho  wator  supply  is  from  two  wells  at  Worgrot  Heath  over  half  a  mile 
from  the  Borough  boundary.  The  Old  Well  on  Worgrot  Heath,  101  ft.  abovo 
O.Do  is  about  100  ft.  deep,  in  tho  bags  hot  sand  and  clay  series,  with  a 
water  rest  level  of  11  ft.  ^he  New  Well  sunk  in  1940  in  tho  nearby 
rivor  moadow,  is  30  ft.  deep  with  a  water  rost  level  of  25  ft. 

Tho  water  is  pumped  through  an  aorating  spray  to  a  concrete  towor 
oO  ft.  in  height,  where  it  is  dosod  with  lime;  it  is  then  filtered  through 
Pormucit  pressure  filters  at  10  lbs.  per  sq.  inch  and  chlorinated  before 
it  is  passed  into  concrete  reservoirs  with  a  capacity  of  320,000  gallons. 

During  tho  yoar  the  Old  Well  was  re -lined  with  steel  tubing  and  it 
was  found  necessary  to  incroaso  the  depth  of  the  borehole  to  approximately 
155  ft.  Tho  now  pump  was  installed  but  was  not  put  into  operation.  In 
consequence  tho  electric  pumps  were  continously  in  action  during  the  year. 

Plans  were  approved  for  the  oxtention  of  the  Pump  and  Engine  House  at 
Worgrot  Waterworks. 

Tho  average  daily  consumption  of  water  was  approximately; - 


137,400  gallons,  of  which  10,400  gallons  wore  supplied  to 

British  Railways. 


^n  addition  to  supplying  tho  Borough  water  is  also  supplied  to  a 
number  of  houses  in  the  Bestwall  and  Worgrot  areas  of  the  adjoining  Rural 
District. 

Iho  Council  made  available  a  supply  of  water  to  tho  new  mains  laid 
from  tho  Borough  boundary  by  tho  Warohom  &  Purbeck  Rural  District  Council 
to  supply  part  of  the  Parish  of  Arno. 

Mains  wore  extended  to  servo  tho  extended  portion  of  Egdon  Road  on  tho 
Bore  Road  Housing  site.

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Seworago  an*  Oralnago 

Tho  soworago  systo"1  in  addition  to  serving  tho  Borough  rocoivos  sowago 
fron  forty-nine  housos  in  tho  Bostwall  area  of  tho  Vfarohon  and  Purbock  Rural 
District,  which  lies  just  outsido  tho  Borough  boundary. 

Tho  only  alteration  to  tho  sowerago  syston  during  tho  yoar  was  tho  con¬ 
struction  of  a  storn  wator  ovorflow  at  tho  South  East  Funping  Station,  to 
rolievo  the  volune  of  flow  during  atom  poriods. 

Storn  wator,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  is  oxcludod  front  ho  sowerago 
syston  and  is  drained  by  soakaway  pits  or  throu  ,h  storn  wator  drains  to  tho 
rivors  Frono  and  Fiddle. 

Tho  soworago  works  consist  of  throo  punping  stations  situatod  at  South 
3ostwall,  North  Bridgo  and  Northport,  and  a  disposal  works  situated  on  eight 
acros  of  land  on  tho  Borough  boundary  to  tho  north-oast  of  tho  town.  Tho 
longth  of  rising  nains  is  5,800  yards  and  provision  is  made  for  tho  chlorina¬ 
tion  of  sowago  at  tho  punping  stations. 

Tho  disposal  works  consist  ofs- 

ji  balancing  tank,  capacity  7014  gallons,  D.’T.F.  3  hours. 

Two  Dortmund  tanks,  oapacity  39.060  gallons.  D«’Y*F.  15  hours. 

Five  sludgo  bods,  aroa  5,250  sq.  ft. 

An  area  of  approx.  5  acros  of  land  is  used  for  the  treatnont 

of  tho  effluent  fron  tho  Dortmund  tanks. 

Tho  offluont  fron  the  Dortmund  tanks  is  run  off  into  broad  trenches: 
those  tronchos  have  boon  constructed  in  a  vory  irrogular  pattern  and  tho 
wholo  of  tho  available  troatnont  aroa  is  frequently  floodod  with  effluent 
there  being  an  overspill  of  untroated  offluont  into  an  adjacont  stroam. 

Two  nofw  sludgo  drying  bods  wero  constructod  and  conplotod  during  tho 
yoar  and  thoso  havo  rolioved  tho  situation  regarding  tho  disposal  of 
sowago  sludgo.  Tho  settlonor.t  tanks  at  tho  Torks  wore  overhauled  and 
one  old  sludge  bod  was  reconstructed. 

A  scheme  for  tho  reconstruction  of  the  systom  of  irrigation  trenches 
for  land  troatnont  of  tho  effluent  was  considered  during  the  yoar,  but 
was  abandoned  as  it  was  thought  that  tho  amount  and  the  naturo  of  tho  land 
available,  would  not  provide  for  offoctive  troatnont  of  the  sowago  offluont. 
alternative  schemos  for  troatnont  will  havo  to  bo  considered  and  with  this 
eventuality  in  mind  I  can  but  ro-itorato  tho  recommendation  nado  to  tho 
Council  in  ny  1949  Roport  that  spocialist  onginooring  advico  should  bo 
obtained  on  tho  nattor.

HOUS  I  N  G 


There  has  been  little  work  or  major  repairs  and  reconstruction  to 
houses  in  the  Borough  during  reoont  years  and  no  work  of  improvement  has 
been  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  part  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949, 
either  by  the  Local  Authority  or  other  persons. 

Many  families  are  still  housed  in  very  unfavourable  conditions  an^ 
it  is  common  to  find  young  families  living  in  rooms  with  relatives.  Ho 
cases  of  gross  overcrowding  were  reported  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Thirty-one  houses  were  built  during  the  year  and  five  demolition 
orders  and  one  undertaking  not  to  use  for  human  habitation  until  rendered 
fit,  were  accepted  in  respect  of  houses  during  the  year. 

There  appears  to  be  no  slackening  in  the  demand  for  housing  accommodation 
and  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  list  for  re-housing  rose  from 
105  at  the  end  of  1949  to  125  at  the  end  of  1950. 

The  Council’s  housing  programme  has  made  steady  progress  and  of  the 
IB  houses  completed  during  the  year  6  were  bungalows  for  old  parsons.  A 
further  two  bungalows  for  old  persons  were  proposed  for  the  Moretcn’s  Lane 
s  ite.
